The Work Must be 


Done And we Must 


Bear Our Part of The Responsibilities. 
LOOK FOR A GREAT YEAR FOR THE CHURCH OF GOD. 


Suppose we could blot out 
from our minds all knowledge of 
the history of Christianity from 
the time it was first inaugurated, 
or from the close of the period 
described in the Acts of the 
Apostles, and sit down and cal- 
culate what was likely to happen 
in the world, what different re- 
sults we should have expected, 
what a different world we should 
have reckoned upon as the out- 
come of it all. 

A system which commenced 
under the immediate direction 
of the Ohrist, the Son of God, 
aud producing as it did in the 


first century of its existence, 
such gigantic and momentous 


results, we should think it would 
have had more far reaching re- 
sults, and brought under its 
power far greater effects than 
history reveals. 

In the beginning of the great 
Ohurch of God, when James pre- 
sided over it as the chief execu- 
tive, people were hardly recog- 
nized as Ohristians unless they 
were baptized with the Holy 
Ghost and spoke with other 
tongues as the Spirit gave them 
utterance. This high standard 
is not recognized now by the 
masses of people that profess 
and claim the Christian religion. 
And the surprising thing about it 
is that it disappeared so quickly 
after the death of the last 
apostle. 


True, the influence of the first 
outpouring has been felt more or 
less in every generation since 
that time, and at intervals, and 
among a few faithful saints has 
the same power been manifested 
but the masses have grossly ignor- 
ed the high standard set forth by 
the Founder and His immediate 
followers and helpers. 

Yes, there 1s a good deal of 
religious. work done, and this 
has always been true, but how 
few of the workers have pressed 
their way up tothe high standard 
set forth in the Scriptures. And 
where are the people, outside of 
those enjoying the Pentecostal 
experience, that are pretending 
to enter the closer relatienship 
with God enjoyed by both men 
and in the 
turies? 

The multitudes, even of pro- 
fessing Christians are going in 
the ways of the world. They 
are not warned and halted by 
those who are looked upon as 
their spiritual advisors. The 
leaders of the masses of religion- 
ists are themselves intoxicated 
with the unholy influences that 
are around them so they are not 
able to breast the tide and raise

And by this hand- 
full must the message of salva- 
tion be heralded to all nations, 
peoples, and tongues. 

The work must be done and 
we must bear our part of the 
responsibilities. We cannot suc- 
ceed in this and have jostles and 
jars among ourselves. It is no 
time to let little differemees or 
misunderstandings attract our 
attention and keep us from the 
main line of duties. Real solid 
artillery and infantry charges 
are the all important duties now. 
The full gospel message murt be 
given, aud this must be done 
under the direct influence of the 
al! powerful Holy Ghost. No half 
hearted, luke warm message will 
accomplish the needed results 
now. It is too late for dry ser- 
mons and intellectual displays. 
Fire, fire, fire, the fire of the 
Holy Ghost is what is needed 
now. 


| hope every minister in the 
Chureh of God will burn so with 
the message that they cannot 
work at anything else. I hope 
this fire will become so hot that 
they will scarcely think of food 
and raiment. True, they must 
have both food and raiment, but 
with the holy fire burning fiercely 
in their being, the message will 
be first—the interests of Ohrist’s 
kingdom and church will soar far 
above every influence. Nothing 
short of this should be expected 
for the incoming year. Let us 
the 
Church of God. 

There is no need of hunting up 
what people call ‘‘new truth.” 
Tell people to repent—tell them 
to get saved, and if they do not, 
it is hell and damnation for them 
foreverand ever. Make it plain. 
Get scared yourself beause the 
others are dropping into hell all 
around you. Be afraid you will 
join the throngs that are lost if 
you do not do your duty as a 
Ohristian ought. Do not try to 
render excuses any longer. They 
will not count to your credit in 
the judgment. It is holy fire— 
holy zeal—holy courage that is 
needed for this year. Nothing 
short of this will scarcely be 
recognized, 

It is not the ‘‘new truth’’ that 
is needed to cause the people to 
stop and think, it is the old truth 
stirred up and heated up by the 
fire of the Holy Ghost. Preach 
sanctification in the old stvle 
way. Preach it strong and plain. 
Don’t mix slag and dross and 
fluxing with it to keep it from 
looking ‘‘scarey” to people, but 
let it go straight. Tell it just 
like itis. Tell it like the Metho- 
dists used to tell it. Do not 
sugar coat it, or try to smear it 
over with paint to hide the real 
genuine article and the effect it 
has, but make it plain that it 
means death to the ‘old man.”’ 
**T am crucified with Obhrist:’’ 
shouted Paul, ‘Nevertheless | 
live; yet not I, but Christ liveth 
in me.” Not the ‘‘old man” to 
live any longer, but the “new 
man.” Olhrist enthroned within 
““Know- 
‘ing this,’’ again shouts the great 
Saostle, ‘/“that our, old\ man is 

\ 
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crucified , 4, that the body of 
sin might be destroyed, that 
henceforth we should not serve 
sin.”’ 

Do not show sin in the heart 
any qnarters. Do not even give 
him a chance to surrender and 
be subject to the person in which 
he dwells. Kill him! Orucify 
him! Put him to death! If you 
do not make it plain people 
will not seek sanctification earn- 
estly. They will be content to 
keep him subdued—crushed down 
uvder a greater power, and let 
him remain if he will only be 
quiet. 

Preach sanctification as a defi- 
nite experience wrought in the 
heart subsequent to regeneration 
The Methodists had it right. Do 
not throw a doctrine away be- 
cause the Methodists hadit. I 
only wish they had it again like 
they once did. But they will 
never go hack to it. They have 
left it forever. If some of their 
‘sold time’’ preachers were to 
come out of their graves and 
walk into their pulpits and 
preach now like they used to 
they would not own them. 


Then follow up sanctification 
with ‘‘and ye shall receive the 
gift of the Holy Ghost. For the 
promise is unto you, and to your 
children, and to all that are afar 
off, even as many as the Lord our 
God shall call.” These three 
points of doctrine are the funda- 
mentals. Preach divine healing, 
and tell the people of the Church 
of God, but clear up the ground 
with the fundamentals first. 
Make them clear aund_ definite 
and do not get them mixed and 
confused. And always make 
clear the fact that when one is 
baptized with the Holy Ghost he 
always speaks with other tongues 
as the Spirit gives the utter- 
ance. 

This must be a revival year. 
We do not need to resort to new 
methods to accomplish our pur- 
pose. The old-time methods 
were successful and they will be 
just as effective today if followed. 
In describing his plan for revival 
work Oaughey said, ‘‘My plan is, 
first, to show men their sins; 
secondly, their danger; thirdly, 
the remedy. To throw them into 
conviction for sin is my first aim; 
then into anawful sense of peril; 
then, if successful, Christ is set 
forth crucified for them. In at- 
tempting the first, | show the 
nature and extent of God’s law, 
and compare character. Itis the 
straight edge that shows a crooked 
or uneven surface! Then comes 
the broad-axe (of truth,) and 
the chips fly; and if the timber 
had sense, it might cry for 
merey! If my second plan can- 
not succeed, then everlasting 
burning for fruitless trees come, 
next. Matt. 3:10. And, if noth- 
ing will do but that, I must ex- 
cursionize through perdition for 
sights and for arguments; then, 
to use the ideas of an eminent 
divine, | unbar the iron gates of 
hell, and lead them, through solid 
darkness, to the worm that never 
dies, and to the fire that shall 
never be quenched; and to show 
him those apostate angels fast 
bound in eternal chains; and the 
souls of wicked men overwhelmed 
with torment and despair; and 
to open his ears to hear their 
cries, which never ascend but to 
return again in forlorn echoes, 
which make the deep itself groan, 
and which add to the horrors of 
perdition, and which accent them 
terribly. 

This sort of infernal panorama 
is as varied as the vistas and 
glimpses of hell, which the 
Scriptures afford us, assisted by

my distressed and alarmed hear- 
ers that, what was sufficient for 
the salvation of the trembling 
jailer of Philippi, is sufficient to 
save the best and the worst 
among al! the trembling multi- 
tude! Then follow signs and 
wonders among the p-ople. Hal- 
lelujah!” 

Such was the method of one of 
the most successful revivalists 
that the world has ever known. 
During seven years of his min- 
istry it is estimated that about 
twenty-two thousand persons pro- 
fessed conversion under his 1m- 
mediate labors, and nearly ten 
thousand received the experi- 
ence of entire sanctification. 


Now that we are entering the 
work of another year let us look 
for great blessings and wonder 
ful outpourings of the Holy 
Ghost. I herein advise that the 
questionable themes be left off 
lavgely- and «let. the presehers 
hold themselves steadily upon 
the themes that have been tested 
and God has honored. These 
themes are noted thus :—Repent- 
entance and regeneration, couse- 
cration and sanctification, aban- 
donment and the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost, divine healing and 
the Ohurch of God. And _ be 
sure and do not leave off sancti- 
fication in order to gain the 
favor of those who do not appear 
favorable toward it. Of this Mr. 
Oaughey said, “Sanctification last 
night,—my usual theme on Fri- 
day nights. What a remarkable 
blessing from the Lord attends 
that doctrine! What want or 
dearth is felt in that church or 
society where it is not preached, 
fully, clearly, thoroughly, heart- 
ily, and as a present salvation, 
attainable now, by faith.’’ If 
God honored the preaching of the 
doctrine of sanctification in olden 
times so wonderfully, I conclude 
He will honor it none the less 
now. Let us make this a year of 
preaching holiness just as strong 
as the Rible makes it. 

Ooncerning the doctrine of en- 
tire sanctification Mr. Wesley 
wrote to one of his preachers 
thus: ‘*When this is not preach- 
ed, there is seldom any remark- 
able blessings from God, and 
consequently little addition to 
the society, or little life in the 
members of it. Speak, and spare 
not; let not regard to any man 
iuduce you to betray the truth of 
God. Till you press believers to 
expect full salvation now, you 
must not look for any revival.’’ 
This view is just as important 
now as it was in Wesley’s day. 
This doctrine must not be neg- 
lected. It belongs to the Church 
of God along with the other fun- 
damentals, 

If we look at the fields that 
are ripe unto harvest, and the 
many places where they have 
never heard of the glorious gos- 
pel of full salvation and the 
beautiful Ohurch of God, then :t

Several year ago when ona mis- 
Sion preaching holiness I stopped 
in a neighborhood where a few 
|years previous they had been 
|favored with a good holiness re- 
| wheal. Several had sought and 
obtained the experience. Among 
the number was a good old gen- 
tleman that had been living a 


good Ohristian life for many 


years. In talking over the mat- 
ter he said, ‘Yes, I got the 


experience of sanctification and 
have it yet, fut I have lost the 
sweetness of the experience.” 
This remark made me wonder 
about the matter. Oould it be 
possible that a person can be 
sanctified and lose out to the 
extent that the sweetness of the 
experience disappears and still 
retain the blessing? But whether 
the statement is Scripturally 
true or not it did seem to be 
true with that brother, because 
it only took a few good songs 
and prayers and two or three 
good holiness sermons to get him 
so fired up that his happiness 
was almost unbounded. 

Some years ago a prominent 
and efficient minister was con- 


»|ducting a revival work among 


the poorer classes of a certain 
city. He had for a helper in the 
work a Qhristian woman of ex- 
traordinary spiritual power and 
skill in saving souls. One day 
he ventured to ask her what was 
the secret of her experience and 
power; without any hesitation 
she answered, ‘It 1s the sweet- 
ness of love.”” Though for many 
yeurs this brother had known the 
bigher ranges of fsith ia its mir- 
aculous and sanctifying power, 
yet this expression and thought 
of a human life crystallized 
around the ‘‘sweetness of love,”
